“SECTION 103 - AWARD AND EXECUTION OF CONTRACT 3 
 4 
 5 
103.01 Consideration of Proposals. The Department will compare the 6 
proposals in terms of the summation of the products of the approximate quantities 7 
and the unit bid prices after the submittal date and time established in HIePRO.  If 8 
a discrepancy occurs between the unit bid price and the bid price, the unit bid price 9 
shall govern. 10 
 11 

The Department reserves the right to reject proposals, waive technicalities 12 
or advertise for new proposals, if the rejection, waiver, or new advertisement favors 13 
the Department. 14 
 15 
103.02 Award of Contract.  The award of contract, if it be awarded, will be 16 
made within 60 calendar days after the opening of bids, to the lowest responsible 17 
and responsive bidder whose bid meets all the requirements and criteria set forth 18 
in the invitation for bids.  (Through HIePRO).  The successful bidder will be notified 19 
by letter mailed to the address shown in its proposal, that its proposal has been 20 
accepted, and that it has been awarded the contract. 21 
 22 

(1) Requirement for Award.  To be eligible for award, the apparent 23 
low bidder will be contacted to submit copies of the documents listed 24 
below to demonstrate compliance with HRS Section 103D-310(c).  The 25 
documents shall be submitted to the Department within 14 days after bid 26 
opening unless otherwise specified in the invitation for bids or an 27 
extension is granted in writing by the Department. If a valid 28 
certificate/clearance is not submitted on a timely basis for award of a 29 
contract, a bidder otherwise responsive and responsible may not receive 30 
the award.  See also Subsection 108.03 – Preconstruction Data 31 
Submittal. 32

The Department may request the bidders to allow the Department 34 

to consider the bids for the issuance of an award beyond the 60 calendar 35 
day period.  Agreement to such an extension must be made by a bidder 36 
in writing.  Only bidders who have agreed to such an extension will be 37 
eligible for the award. 38

(A) Tax Clearance.  Pursuant to HRS Sections 103D-310(c), 103-53 40 
and 103D-328, the successful bidder shall be required to submit a certified 41 
copy of its tax clearance issued by the Hawaii State Department of Taxation 42 
(DOTAX) and the Internal Revenue Service (IRS) to demonstrate its 43 
compliance with HRS Chapter 237.

The application for the Tax Clearance Certificate is the responsibility 57 

of the bidder and must be submitted directly to the DOTAX or IRS.  The 58 
approved certificate may then be submitted to the Department. 59

(B) DLIR Certificate of Compliance.  Pursuant to HRS Section 103D-61 
310(c), the successful bidder shall be required to submit a copy (faxed 62 
copies are acceptable) of its approved certificate of compliance issued by 63 
the Hawaii State Department of Labor and Industrial Relations (DLIR) to 64 
demonstrate its compliance with unemployment insurance (HRS Chapter 65 
383), workers’ compensation (HRS Chapter 386), temporary disability 66 
insurance (HRS Chapter 392), and prepaid health care (HRS Chapter 393).  67 
The certificate is valid for six (6) months from the most recent approval 68 
stamp date on the certificate and must be valid on the bid’s first legal 69 
advertisement date or any date thereafter up to the bid opening date.  For 70 
certificates which receive a “pending” approval stamp, a DLIR approval 71 
stamp is required prior to the issuance of the Notice to Proceed. 72

A 104 
Hawaii business that is a sole proprietorship, however, is not required to 105 
register with the BREG, and therefore not required to submit a Certificate of 106 
Good Standing.  Bidders are advised that there are costs associated with 107 
registering and obtaining a Certificate of Good Standing from the DCCA.

103.03 Cancellation of Award.  The Department reserves the right to cancel 127 
the award of contracts before the execution of said contract by the parties.  There 128 
will be no liability to the awardee and to other bidders. 129 
 130 
103.04 Return of Proposal Guaranty.  The Department will return the proposal 131 
guaranties, except those of the three lowest bidders, after the Department checks 132 
the proposals.  The Department will return the proposal guaranties of the remaining 133 
two lowest bidders, not awarded the contract, within five working days following 134 
the execution of the contract.  The Department will return the successful bidder's 135 
proposal guaranty after the successful bidder furnishes a bond and executes the 136 
contract. 137

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103.05 Requirement of Contract Bond.  At the time of execution of the 138 
contract, the successful bidder shall file a good and sufficient performance bond 139 
and a payment bond on the forms furnished by the Department conditioned for 140 
the full and faithful performance of the contract in accordance with the terms and 141 
intent thereof and for the prompt payment to all others for all labor and material 142 
furnished by them to the bidder and used in the prosecution of the work provided 143 
for in the contract. The bidder shall limit the acceptable performance and payment 144 
bonds to the following: 145

(a) Legal tender; 147

(b) Surety bond underwritten by a company licensed to issue bonds in 149 
the State of Hawaii; or 150

(c) A certificate of deposit; share certificate; cashier's check; treasurer's 152 
check, teller's check drawn by or a certified check accepted by and payable 153 
on demand to the State by a bank savings institution or credit union insured 154 
by the Federal Deposit Insurance Corporation (FDIC) or the National Credit 155 
Union Administration (NCUA).

In as much as the contract to be executed is a price-term, open end, or 169 
requirements contract under which the contract price, or total amount to be paid 170 
the Contractor cannot be determined at the time the contract is executed, the 171

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103.06 Execution of the Contract.  The contract bond and HRS Chapter 104 183 
- Compliance Certificate, similar to a copy of the same annexed hereto, shall be 184 
executed by the successful bidder and returned within ten days after the award of 185 
the contract or within such further time as the Director may allow after the bidder 186 
has received the contract for execution. 187 
 188 

The contract shall not bind the Department unless said parties execute the 189 
contract and the Director of Finance endorses the bidder's certificate in 190 
accordance with HRS Section 103-39. 191 
 192 
103.07 Failure to Execute Contract.  Failure to execute the contract and file 193 
acceptable bonds shall be cause for the cancellation of the award in accordance 194 
with Subsection 103.06 - Execution of the Contract.  Also, the Contractor forfeits 195 
the proposal guaranty which becomes the property of the Department.  This is not 196 
a penalty, but liquidated damages sustained by the State.  The Department may 197 
then make award to the next lowest responsible and responsive bidder or the 198 
Department may readvertise and construct the work under contract.” 199

5. Review the requirements listed in Special Provision Section 102 to ensure 

proper submittal of a proposal. Use the forms that are posted in the HIePRO 
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solicitation. If there are any addenda, ensure that the latest documents are 
being used. 

 
6. This project requires a separate proposal guaranty for each area being bid on. 

The proposal guaranty amount is $2,750 per area. 
 

7. If you plan to claim the apprenticeship preference, please identify on your 
Form 1 the areas you plan to claim the apprenticeship preference for.

1. Are post mounted Construction Signs (Road Work Ahead & End Road Work) required 
per spec 645.03 (B) Construction Signs. Erect construction signs at the beginning of 
project and at the end of project at the location indicated by the Engineer. These signs 
shall remain for the duration of the highway project. Maintain these signs. Place these 
signs besides the required traffic control signs called for herein? If so, can you please 
provide the quantity and locations? 

 
Response: As the intent for this contract is for short-term installation and does not 
involve installing signage for lengthy construction projects, the posted mounted 
construction signs are not included in the proposal schedule.  
 

2.  Can used signs, posts and hardware be used for Advisory and Construction Work Zone 
Signs if they are required for the project? 
 
Response: Permanent Advisory and Construction Work Zone signs are not included in 
the proposal schedule.  
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
